LOSS OF THE ABBIE CABVEE. 

Latest advices from China contain ac- 
counts of t he loss of a toii-ship, the Abhie 
t'arver, with all hands. 

Some men from the island of Samasana, 
on the coast of Formosa, have arrived at 
Takow and report, that, last .August a large 
ship went aslioie tliere. Ii was line wcat h- 
er at the time. Tho men state that they 
saw four boats put otl' from tho stranded 
vessel, and that they tried to sii;nal them 
to come ashore, but tlieir signals wore 
either unobserved or disregarded by those 
who were in tho boats — at any rate the 
bo.-its did not como near the island, but 
apparently stood out to sea. Th.at night 
a typluion camoon which com)iletely broke 
up tho ship. .The vessel ajipeared tube 
laden with tea and. rice, and tho iiat ives 
have b'-'oiL'bt " small t in box of tea, which 
they have liaiuled to Messrs. Lain it Co. 
of this port. The men further state that 
when thoy left Samasaim nothing remained 
of the unfortunate vessel exee|iting soiuo 
anchors and chains and ono boat. Jt is 
supposed in Takow that the wreck is of 
aonu) vessel bound from Hongkong to San 
Francisco, but of couiKe this is only con 
jeeUu'o. From impiiries tiiado we Imvo dis- 
covered that the wrecked vessel is tho Am- 
erican bark Abbio Carver, Captain R. 0. 
L'endletoii, which left hero forCallao laden 
with tea aud a general Chinese cargo ;in 
the 8th of August. The small tin box of 
tea referred to in oiir Takow correspond- 
ent's letter litis been brotiglit on t,o Hong- 
kong and ideiitiiied as part of tho cargo 
sliijiped m the Abbie t);irver. 

'I'lio San Francisco Clirtmick says: The 
Abbio Cai-vor was a bark of 'J'M tons and 
had frotjuontly visited this port. Captain 
R. C. Pendlekm was also well known 
hero, as were his two brothers, both ship- 
masters, !ind it ia a rather remarkablo cir- 
eunist.aiico, assuming that wo have ho/ird 
tho last of the unforliiiiat o commander of 
tho Abbie Carver, that tho three brolhcis 
should fill have lost their lives at sea and 
ill dill'erent ships within the past year. It 
is only a few weeks since we recorded the 
ih ath of Captain O. P. Pendleton of the 
.American shi[) Henry S. Satifoi'tl, which 
vessel left tliia ])orL for New Vork oii.luly 
'Jlst, who died at sea on November Itth, 
thi; cause of, death being attributed to 
poisonous water takuu on board nt Hong- 
kong, .■.Ithoiigh from tho aymptoma th. re 
can be very little doubt that the difea-o 
was beri-berri, which apiiarcntly is .si ill 
practically unknown to tho Now Voik 
medical faculty.

Report of the FhyBlcian on the Hospital for 
Loporsin Ni3W Brnuswlok. 

Tho annual report of the department of 
agriculture contaiiiB the following report 
of Dr. A. 0. Smith on tho hospital for 
lopors tit Tracadie, Now Brunswick, for 
tho year 188(5: During tho year three 
patients were admitted — two males and 
011.0 female. Of tliosu, ono was from Tra- 
ctidie and the others from imo of tho ad- 
joining jjarishea — Cariviuet. There wore 
live deaths, leaving at [ivestjiit in the hos- 
pital nineteen — cloven males and eight 
femalos. Two of tlie patients are in tho 
last stages of t he disease, their Bufferings 
soon to end in death; twelve in the early, 
and five in the more advanced stage, in 
which diireront portions of the body suirer 
from iiililtratioiis of lei)ri>us iiiatorial, lead- 
ing to the destruction of the healthy tloBh 
— ulcerations causing the loss uf fingers 
and toes, and tubercles destroying tho 
eyesight and functions of tongue and 
throat. With tho exception, however, of 
an outbreak of ulcerated wore throat, from 
which all the iiitiiatos suilorod, a:id which, 
for the time being, bore heavily on the 
sisters in cli.uge. there has boon an im- 
munity from much of the intense suifering 
incident to the disease. 

Tho patient whom I discharged ti year 
!igo, and whose lecovory was out iiid^- due 
to tho hygienic inlbteiicos of the la/.arotto 
acting on a robust constitution, remains 
free from the disease. The girl referred 
to in my report of 1884, from whom all 
aymptonis of the disease wer(^ disappear- 
ing, has entirely n'Covered, but for 
reasons given in my hui!. ii^imrt, I did nob 
yctjidvise her ilischargo from the institu- 
tion. With the exception of one auspoct- 
ed, there is but a single known uasu of 
tho disea.so outside of the Imsaretto, which 
will, doiibtloBB, soon seek nduiission. 

It is rumored that .-i family living in tho 
neighborhood of ( 'ariiiiuet have the ilis- 
caso, but private eiupiiry hiads luo t-i.i be- 
lieve that it is not lepro.sj', but a malady 
bearing some resemblenco to it. Before 
my no}^t report 1 shall personally iuvesti- 
gate.the matter. . 

T cannot close this- report 'without add- 
ing an humble tribute of respect to tho 
memory of three of tho aialeis who liavo 
pa.ssed from among the living. While in 
life it was theirs to aooth the .suireriiiga 
and comfort the a.ad liearta of those ujion 
whom mysterious Providence had laid an 
iifillcting 'hand; now, it is theirs to sleep ' 
their last sleep by the lonely .shore, near 
to those for whom tiiey ilied. Earth may 
erect no monument to such iiiiaellish de- 
votion, but across tlio ages comes a voice: 
— "Inasmuoh as you do it for tlie least of 
my little ones you do it unto me." 



DEATH OF A NIHILIST. 

Ono of the Czar's Uurderers Ueets His End In 
America. 

Th.mi a, Fla., April .27.— Word has 

reaobed t he police here to bo on the look 
out for two fugitives wanted at Fort Myers 
for killing (iuslave Chucar, an alleged 
nihilist. The men sought .-ire T. A. Rus- 
sel, formerly of Matlisoii, Ind., and his 
son Dudley. For throe or four years an 
island near Fort Myers has had for ti hor 
mit-liko resident Gustavo Chucar, said to 
be a fugitive Russiim nihilist, who lias 
made ailmissions which lea\'e little doubt 
that he was implicated in the jilot which 
ended in the murder of the father of the 
czar. In fact, Chucur exhibited Bussiau 
papers in which ii reward was offered for 
his capture. Upon his arrival in the 
I'nited Sbates (Jliucar took posaoflsion of 
tho island with the owner's conaent. lie 
built a hut and prevented till |ieraons from 
landing. He always went well armed and 
hiid a couple of rifles liuiig on the wtill of 
his cabin. Last week Mrs. W. O. Yeo- 
mans sold the island to Mr. Russell. Tes- 
teiday, with lierhtishaud, she accompani- 
ed the Uussela to the island to jjorsuado 
Chucar to leave it. Upon learning their 
mission he tlireiiteiieil lo kill any one who 
ai:tomptod to dispossess him. During tho 
parleying young Russell and Mrs. Yeo- 
mana got between Chucar and his weapons 
nnd Russell snatched up one of the rifles, 
which was discharged, killing Chucar in- 
staully. The llusaolln lied ami Yeomans 
and his wife returned to Fort Myers. 
T'hoy cliiim that the shooting was accident- 
al. It is rumored that |)apers making im- 
portjiut nihilistic revelations are among 
Chucar's effects.

When he came to Paris at an 
early age his antecedents as n juvenile 
champion of ' Polish freedom, combined 
with his handsome aii])earance, good man- 
ners iind general vivacitj', gained for him 
an eiilry into the fashionable society of 
the time, llu was received ai tho court 
of tho Citizen King, played the Beau 
Brummel to tho Duke of Orleans, and 
was an assiduous frequenter of the 
pri vate concerts given.

If 
tllttfc reform 'could hti introduced, many 
who now never attond pulilio dinuors, ex- 
cept from a sense of duty, and thou un- 
willingly, would go with pleasure and re- 
tire satisfied and thankful. 

Thk annouueement has boon ollicially 
mado that tho Grand Trunk railway cdiu- 
pany intend tt> spend a million dollars 
during the present year in doubling thoir 
track and in otherwise inipr<JVtng thoir 
lino. Tho work of laying down a double 
track on the main line wa.s liegun some 
years ago, and froiii tiiuu to tinio reports 
of progress have been much', hut so far 
only a small [lortioii of tho whole ha.t 
boeii done. When oonipletod the com- 
l)any will have far more than doubled 
their tran.sportjitiun powers and will have 
reduced the liability to accidents voiy 
greatly, to tho bcnotit of both tho people 
of Canada and tluiuiselvea. It i.s to bo 
hoped that tho ooinpany lias liecu con- 
vinced by tho hi'conil oceurroucu of the 
ttood and the lossoa of l.i.st, wiiok of tho 
necessity of grt«itly raising tho level of 
the now Honjivont uxo slat ion and of lay- 
ing its t.i-nuks aliovo the level of the 
streets.

THE NANAIMO DISASTER. 

There can bo little doubt now but that 
the explosion at Nanaimo has brought 
disjister and extrenio suli'oving. It has 
suddenly cut oil" the broad-winnors of 
many funiilies, made widows and (orphans 
by tiie .score, and there is urgent need 
tliat funil.s be aeeiu'eil at once to meet tli 
want that is sure to ensue. The thousand 
dollars voted by the city council will be 
a gcod beginning, and it is trusted that 
action will bo taken at once and a " Na- 
naimo relief fund " formed. In this hour 
of trial .-md sull'ering tho hearts of all 
Bhoukl he enlarged and liberal contribu- 
tions mado toward relieving the distressed 
Let not the sore pangs of poverty bo ad 
ded to tho already acute distress that has 
resulted from the loss of loved ones. Our 
correspondent states thnt the city contri- 
buti(uiis appreci ited, and that there 
need of mueii more. A committee should 
bo f(jrmeil and liberal donations given 
proof that the sntlbrera have our sympathy 
in their great trouble, and pr.actical sym- 
pathy is the very best kind in tho present 
instance. We feel sure that it is only 
necessary to mention tho matter in order 
that amove ma}' he iinnu'diatel}' instituted 
in the right direelion. 

RAH; WAV KATES. 

Roforring to tho above, tho Sau Fran- 
cisco Ckiwiide of the 30th April saya that 
it is evident that the qtiest-ion of na- 
tionality or sentiment is not going to cut 
any figure in the matter of transcoiitinen- 
tJil freights. The Canadian Pacitic, which 
opened the l)all by a deci<led reduction in 
l-tttes, has si.'cured the oontidunco of ship- 
pers in San Kr.incisco, and they do not 
seem disposoil to switcli oil' to the South- 
ern l'ii'-i|i(; (Company, even at the new 
rates t'lKvA by the latter. On Thursday 
tho Canadian I'acilie eontractod to haul 
another shipment of sugar to St. Paul at 
60 cents per 100 pounds. This shipment 
will go north by tlio steamer George W. 
Ehier, whirli will cany in addition a large 
.sliipnieiil of iiidcs and leather for the east 
to go by t'u! Canadian Paeitic. If tlie 
.Soutiiern I'aeitie Comjiany loses tho car- 
rying trade of tlii.ii city, it will have only 
itself to thank for it. With or without 
the Interstate Commerce law, there is no 
reason why tho Canadian Pacific should 
bo able to underbid tho Southern Pacific, 
but on the contrary, every advantJigo is 
with tlie latter. 'I'ime and distance are 
l)(jth in tlieir favor, to which should bo ad- 
ded the further element of not having to 
break bulk as the Canadian lino is forced to. 
No sufljciont reason can bo assigned for 
the Canadian Pacific being able to com- 
pete with the Sonthorn Pacific at all. It 
docs not seeui nnich more reasonable than 
to say that a line carrying ijassongors to 
Oakland by way of San .lose should bo 
'able to compete successfully with tho 
ferry steamers. And yet the Canadian 
line ilurs it, and sliippera arc getting the 
bonotitof the competition. The merchants 
iuid shipiiers of this city and .stiite are not 
in anywise indebted to tho Southern I'a- 
citic, nor bound by any obligation <if fav- 
ors conferred or accommodations grunted 
to continue to give it thoir patronage. 
The Southern Pacitic cut a very wide 
swath for a long time, and what it ilid not 
get was what it could not roach. Now 
that there is a rival in tho Hold, and an 
opiwrtunity of solection is afforded to 
shippers, thoy will probably exercise that 
opportunity to the fullest exteufc, and 
teach the Southern Pacific that their fav- 
orite motto of all they can i;et may have a 
mininumi as well as a maximum limit. 
Competition will necessarily have the 
effect of cheapening rates, especially as 
tho Canadian Pjicilic could hare no object 
in pooling. If this coiU])any establishes 
rates and mlheres to thoin, thoy will na- 
turally lix a biisiii for tho rates of other 
roadr., or the (jthers will have to surrondor 
the business. 'I.'his is a cold, hard matter 
of business, and if tho Southern Pacific 
wants the; freight of this coast it must re- 
duce ifcs fcransiiortatiuu charges or it will 
. not scvsure it. ■ 

PUMilC DINNERS. "

WAHimfqiOH, May .4— The Btatei de- 
partmont has received and transmitted to 

the Intor-State Commorco Commission a 
letter fnjiii the United Statea commer- 
cial agent at London, Ontario, in relation 
to tho efi'octs of the Intor-Stato Commerce 
law on tho trade between tho United 
Stjvtes and Canada. Tho letter declares 
that since the law went into operation the 
imports into Canada from tho United 
Stiitca have greatly fallen oil', and that 
Eiigl.nnd ia Hocnring the trade thus lost, 
owing to the inability of Amei icaii ahip- 
))ers to know what the through rates are. 
Tho Canadian railways cannot yet give 
through rates over their own and their 
ooniioctiona with American linos, and tho 
shippers aro con80(piently unwilling to lot 
thoir goods go tho frontier, not knowing 
what further delivery to inland or sea- 
board points will cost.

MEXICO. 

UlBCOvery of two of the Iioat Bonanza Mines. 

CitvofMe-mco, April 27. — Tho discov- 
ery of two of tho sovou lost Mexico bon- 
anza mines by an American parU' of pros- 
pectors has been announced. Humboldt 
and Hamilton 8|)eak of the fabulous wealth 
obtained from these mines by Spaniards 
Tliey were worked up to the middle of tho 
last century. In 17o<) the Indiana swept 
over Northern Mexico and destroyed Chi- 
huahua and all the minora were driven 
out. Tho Indians had control of the 
country so long that the records were lost, 
lleceiitly Lieut. Kijipar, fm'morly of the 
United Statea army, W. K. 'Jlenn, of 
lllhiois, and Capt Allen Mclntyre, of Chi- 
cago, we;it out ou a surveying expedition 
in the iiiterest of a Sonera land company, 
and in nn old chiijiel found maps and other 
data. Dividing into four small parties a 
thur(iu'_;li search was begun and the Mc- 
lntyre located what is Ijelieved to lie tho 
"I.jiyopa" silver mine, in the midst of 
thousandH of ruined buildings, aimmg 
them churches and forts. Within a i-adiua 
of four luUes are 920 workings, old S|)an- 
ish furnaces and tons of slag. A fow days 
later the Bowers party reported the dis- 
covery of the ( luayiio]ia mine in the Iieart 
of the Sierra Madie mountjiiiis. Around 
it are ruins of 1 US raatoras. Advices from 
Nogales conlirm the report and stnto that 
a 1,'real ]ilacer lield has been located where 
the .li^suits of .1 hundred years ago found 
fortunes f(jr their church. Great excite- 
ment in uiinuig circles is prevalent.
